General Stone Believes Electric Roads 


Will Take the Place of Wagon Koads. 
General Boy Stone, United States 


volunteers, formerly director of the 
office of Good Boads inquiry of the 
department of agriculture, recently 
returned to Washington from Porto 
Bico where, * in addition to fighting 
with his regiment, he investigated 
thoroughly the condition of roads on 
the island. General Stone found the 
means of communication between the 
interior and the coast aud between 
the towns generally to be very poor. 
A railroad runs partly around the isl- 
and, but is badly planned, 
poorly 


supported a:ul miserably i:.a*>sged. 
The roudsiu the interior are constantly 
u^usi'iy, so much so that passage is al- 
most impossible, the men sinking to 
their knees and the wagons io their 
axles. 
This renders the transporta- 


tion of the products of the island from

Puritans in the eighteenth century. 


These deductions, while interesting, 


are of course matters of small moment 
so far as they relate to the real origin 
of the game, and if its true origin 
could be traced would still be matters 
of small moment for the reason that 
the game of football of the last de- 
cade resembled the old-time primitive 
sports under the same calling as blue 
milk resembles cream. The chaps 
who in times gone by kicked a blad- 
der until it burst with a report like 
a pistol were wholly unlike the foot- 
ball players of the Yale, Harvard and 
Princeton 'varsity teams of today. 
There exists the same difference, with 
less harm to shins, as between the 
Empire State express and the ox-cart 
of the ancient Romans. 


The football games between Eng- 


land and Scotland amounted to riots 
nearly always, and quite frequently 
battles, yet today serious injuries on 
the field are few and far between and 
fatalities of rare occurrence. 


With the advent of the Rugby game 


the change to a fair and sportsnian- 
like sport began. It has gradually 
been enhanced until the game is now 
commonly regarded as the highest of 
all athletic pastimes and one of the 
most scientific of games.

business of catching lobsters in Cum- 
berland county alone, and the most ol 
these are, of course, men who live on 
the shores of Casco bay,says the Port- 
laud Press. In September, according 
to the figures furnished by Fii-h War- 
den Gribben, who keeps track of all 
ovster arrivals and shipment* here, 
:57S,li>4 lobsters were brought into 
Portland, aud the figures this mouth 
will probably be larger than this. 
Ol 


this number i>r>,533 were "boat lob- 
sters," or caught in Casco bay. 


"The lobster business is rapidly on 


the increase in Maine," says Mr. 
Gribben. 
"More men are finding 


employment in the lobster fisheries in 
Ma'ine'every year, aud more lobsters 
are being caught and shipped out ol 
the state. 
The Portland dealers are 


rinding their business enlarging every 
''•ear. They now supply the markets 
of St. Louis, Chicago, Minneapolis, 
and other towns still further west,and 
thei-- heaviest shipments, of course, 
are to New York city. 


"Many people wonder why it is 


that when lobsters are abundant the 
prices do not drop to a corresponding 
fissure. 
This is because the dealers 


Moldavia, j have big pounds.in which the lobsters 


are placed when they are plenty, and 
held for March and other seasons of 
the vear when lobsters are scarce. 
There are probably all the way from 
800,00^ to 900,000 lobsters in pounds 
now all along the coast of Maine. 
These pounded lobsters have to be 
well fed on fish, aud the people who 
have charge of the pounds have to ba 
very careful not to overfeed tlieni, for 
if they do the lobsters will die with 
alarming raj idity.

"The fishermen get on an average 


i 10 cents apiece for lobsters all 
the 


i year round, aud some of them make a 
; good thing out of the business. Of 


j course.the fishermen do not devote all 
I their time to lobster catching. 
Soma 


! of tliem are now giving up lobstering 


for a time and are going smelting. 


"The consumption of lobsters is on 


the increase.and as this fish increases 
in numbers and becomes more plenti- 
ful, the demand constantly increases. 
There are now seven steamers owned 
and operated by Portland firms which 
make two or three trips here a week 
with lobsters, which they have gath- 
ered up along the coast from the fish- 
ermen or pound keepers, besides any 
number of small schooners. 
We are 


not getting any Nova Scotia lobsters 
now. 
The law in Nova Scotia pro- 


tects lobsters from July to January, 
and in January it is so stormy that the 
lobster smacks do not find it very pro- 
fitable to attempt the long and hard 
voyage to Nova Scotia after these fish. 


"No lobsters are being canned in 


Maine now," continued Mr. Gribben. 
' Once this was a big business here, 
but the short-lobster law killed it in 
this state. The canners do not find it 
profitable to buy lobsters at their pres- 
ent rates, and they can't purchase 
short ones. Nearly all of the canning 
business is now done in Nova Scotia, 
although I believe the catchiug of 
short lobsters is restricted to a cer- 
tain part of the coast there."

To begin the knitting, an uneven 


I number of stitches is ctist on and four 
or five rows knitted plainly; then on 
the second stitch of the row to be 
fringed one of the lengths of cut cot- 
ton is knitted iu. 
The length is sim- 


ply doubled, and, being placed end to 
end. the loop so formed in the centre 
| is taken along with the stitch in knit- 
ting. 


All the even stitches take a piece of 


cotton fringe on this row. The nest 


I row is knitted plainly: then comes an- 
' other fringed row. Thus the rows 
continue, one fringed, one plain, until 
the strip is long enough. 
If this 


strip is knitted in white cotton the 
nest strip may be in red cotton, the 
colors alternating until the requisite 
number of strips are knitted, when 
they are sewed together to make a 
very handsome striped cotton nint. 


.This method of knitting the fringe 


on everv alternate row makes a heavily 
fringed, pretty and durable rug, very 
warm and comfortable for the feet on 
stepping oat of the bath. As it is ab- 
sorbent it becomes of great service, 
especially in a house where there are 
many children to b'athe. 
If the rug 


is desired lighter than this, so making 
it easier to wash when soiled, the rows 
of cotton fringe may be placed on 
every fourth row instead of upon 
every second one. 


To vary the patterns in different 


rags the white strips may be knitted 
wide and the red ones narrow and 
viee-versa. Again the alternate rows 
of cotton lengths may be knitted red 
and white, this plan making aii ex- 
cellent mat, or perhaps a white rug 
with a red border aiay be liked. 


Little fingers grow expert at this 


work, and little heads get very inter- 
ested in it. The knitting not only 
gives finger practice and profitable 
employment of time, but cultivates the 
faculties of patience and attention no 
less than it teaches the duty of using 
up all scraps of time.—Boston Post.
